Seventy-four 
percent of the 
Overseas Press 
Club’s foreign 
correspondents 
responding to 
a Roper Poll 
predicted war 
within seven 
years. Sixty- 
six percent be- 
lieve that the 
United States 
was falling 
short in what 
it might do to prevent another big war. 


These foreign correspondents repre- 
sent the best informed opinion in the 
world. Fifty-five percent has been shot 
at and eighteen percent jailed in the 
line of duty. Their views must be taken 
seriously. 


What this means is that Man has 
now quite literally a deadline. The 
deadline may be 1965 or thereabouts. 
Either we will get rid of war by then, 
or else. 


As we go about our daily lives, pre 
occupied with a thousand different 
nonessentials, as we build houses, buy 
insurance, turn in our cars for new 
sweptwing models, let us remember 
the warning of these foreign correspon- 
dents. 


And what of these foreign corres- 
pondents? Is their only responsibility 
to predict and describe, or have they 
wider human responsibilities as well? 


They think the deadline is 1965. 


We take exception. DEADLINE FOR 
WAR 1965, indeed, unless by then we 
have been able by the extraordinary 
efforts of ordinary men and women 
to interpose enforceable world law be- 
tween mankind and the unrushing war. 


Seeks New Visibility 


For many years, the most frequent 
complaint of both UWF members and 
friends has not been about ideas, but 
their lack of visibility. “Our ideas 
are terrific, but you never hear them 
talked about on radio or TV, in maga- 
zines or newspapers,” has been a 
common remark. “If people knew what 
we stand for, we would be overwhelmed 
with new members,” is another. 


On April 1, UWF inaugurated what 
will be its first major visibility effort 
in the form of a year long public re- 
lations campaign under the direction 
of Harold L. Oram, Inc., well known 
New York public relations firm. The 
objective is to attract the widest 
possible audience for exposure to 
UWF’s ideas and its practical solutions 
to the problem of attaining world peace 
through world law. 


The method will be to use all kinds 
of immediate foreign policy issues to 
dramatize the need for ultimate en- 
forceable world law. The program will 
utilize all the standard public relations 
techniques, including radio, TV, press, 
publishing, organizational liaison, direct 
mail and fund raising, especially events 
such as cocktail parties, luncheons, 
dinners and institutional advertising. 


The Oram firm has assigned one of 
its associates, Mr. John W. Murray, as 
full time UWF Account Executive. Mr. 
Murray has a rich and varied back- 
ground of experience in the public rela- 
tions field, including three years with 
The New York Times and The Daily 
Mirror, and two years as Research and 
Planning Director and Account Execu- 
tive with the firm of Tex McCrary, Inc. 
He was also a reporter and Assistant 
Producer of the “Tex and Jinx” radio 
and TV programs, NBC. 


The cooperation of all UWF members 
both in ideas and follow-through in 
projects will be required if the pro- 
gram is to reach its fullest possible 
potential. 


Assembly Keynoter 


Senator Hubert H. Humphrey of 
Minnesota, a former Mayor of Min- 
neapolis who in that capacity ad- 
dressed UWF’s 1948 Assembly, is 
the Chairman of the Disarmament 
Subcommittee of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

He will keynote this year’s Assem-. 
bly on Friday morning, May 23. 


Luce Speaks At Yale 


Recently, Henry R. Luce had the fol- 
lowing to say at the 80th Annual 
Banquet of the Yale Daily News: 

“The United States should take the 
lead in the radical reform of the world’s 
economies. Concretely, this should begin 
by the complete, or almost complete, 
elimination of American tariffs and 
other forms of obsolete protectionism. 

“Secondly, the United States should 
take the lead in establishing the rule 
of law on a world-wide basis. This 
should be our major challenge to Com- 
munism. It is close to an absurdity 
to talk about peace and not to do any- 
thing about the extension of the rule 
of law.”

PROFILE 
Kimla Agbeli Gbedemah 


The Hon. K .A. Gbedemah, Finance 
Minister of Ghana and President of 
the World Association of World 
Federalists, was born in Togoland in 
1912. 


He was educated at mission schools 
and graduated from Achimota College, 
officially known as the University 
College of Ghana. He is the only 
member of the Ghana government who 
was not educated either in Great 
Britain or the United States. 


After a business and _ teaching 
career in his native country, he joined 
Dr. Kwame Nkrumah to help direct 
the nationalist movement, when the 
future Prime Minister returned to 
the country in 1947. 


John Gunther, in his “Inside 
Africa”, has the following to say 
about Gbedemah, “After Nkrumah the 
most interesting and powerful... is 
K. A. Gbedemah .. . I have heard him 
called ‘the best administrator in 
Africa’ and ‘the brains behind 
Nkrumah’. His influence is all toward 
practicality ...” 


Gbedemah’s interests continue to 
be all toward practicality, as witness 
his acceptance of the Presidency of 
the World Association at The Hague

major address to the delegates, he 
said, “I believe that an association of 
peoples all over the world would be 
likely to impress all nations that a 
force against aggression could be 
built up ... This is not an impossible 
attainment, and this association can 
do much to bring this idea into the 
United Nations itself.”

The Apostle Paul, in his 
letter to the Roman Christians, says:

For there is no power 
but of God: the powers that are or- 
dained of God.’ He goes on to say, in 
speaking of those in authority: ‘For 
he is a minister of God to thee for 
good.’

The same principle which 
sanctions and makes necessary the 
maintaining of a local police force to 
enforce order and restrain evil men 
carries over into the international field 
where evil men and nations have to be 
restrained. 


“For a Christian to say he is unwill- 
ing to sanction force would entail the 
necessity of doing away with law and 
order and those who enforce it.” 


Who Said Dinners

At Worcester, over $3600 was raised 
and more than 50 people joined. Charles 
Price spoke and Tony Parker made the 
appeal. 

At Boston, with Thomas K. Finletter 
speaking and Marion McVitty appeal- 
ing, over $7000 was raised and 22 
people joined. 

The New Jersey dinner, the first in 
that state for many years, was attended 
by almost 650 people on a miserable 
night, many people coming from distant 
points in the State. Over $5000 was 
raised and 147 people joined UWF. 
Norman Cousins spoke and George Holt 
appealed.

The official Administration position 
thus far continues to insist that test 
suspension must be considered as a 
part of the Western package which 
was presented at the disarmament 
negotiations in London last year. 
Demands are increasing, both inside 
the government and in Congress, that 
suspension be considered alone and 
that a start on negotiations be made 
immediately. 

Just about everyone who favors test 
suspension insists that it be accom- 
panied by international monitoring 
and control. There is far less talk in 
Washington about unilateral action. 

Watch for a reappraisal by the White 
House of its disarmament position. An 
obvious  behind-the-scenes dispute, 
centering on the question of test bans, 
is holding up any firm decision. 

Spearheading opposition to suspen- 
sion of tests are Chairman Strauss of 
the Atomic Energy Commission and 
Dr. Edward Teller. Hans Bethe, a 
Presidential Scientific Advisor, has 
challenged their position, however. 


At times Secretary Dulles indicates 
he is swinging away from his long 
held position that test suspension can- 
not be considered alone. 

Pressure on the Administration for 
affirmative action has been vastly in- 
creased by Russia’s unilateral test 
suspension, however valid it may or 
may not be. 

Feeling is growing .in Washington 
that suspension of tests offers just 
about the only hope for reaching some 
sort of agreement on arms control 
under international supervision. 

People sharing this belief want the 
U. S. to take immediate initiative to 
find out just how far the Russians 
will go.

High School Students 
Attend Yale UN Assembly 


A model UN General Assembly was 
held at Yale University on April 18, 19 
and 20. Organized and run by students, 
it has been pronounced a resounding 
success. 


John Surr, UWF’s Student Chairman, 
was more responsible than anyone else 
for its success. 


The Assembly was held for High 
School students in the Northeast. They 
alone could be delegates. 


Three hundred and forty High School 
delegates, accompanied by 50 faculty 
advisors, attended. Over 60 college stu- 
dents acted as secretariat members and 
observers. Most were from Yale, but 
other colleges, including McGill in 
Montreal, Canada, were represented. 
Over 30 Yale professors were involved, 
speaking, leading discussion meetings, 
talking to Committees. 


The chief speakers were Chester 
Bowles, Senator Estes Kefauver and 
Congressman Chester Merrow of New 
Hampshire. Professor Louis B. Sohn 
also took a prominent part in advocat- 
ing the ideas contained in the Clark- 
Sohn book, “World Peace Through 
World Law”. 


Greetings were received from numer- 
ous world and American figures, chief 
of whom were Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan of Great Britain, Paul Henri 
Spaak, Secretary-General of NATO, 
Marshall Tito of Yugoslavia, President 
Nasser of the United Arab Republic, 
Prime Minister David Ben Gurion of 
Israel, and, from the United States, 
Vice-President Nixon, former President 
Truman, Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge and Thomas E. Dewey. 


The session was highlighted by a 
major “world crisis”. A report was 
received that nationalist China had 
attacked the Mainland and that Com- 
munist China had retaliated by teking 
Quemoy and Matsu. 


The Assembly passed a resolution 
demanding a cease fire. Another 
resolution urged that UNEF be made 
permanent and sent to the area. 


The Assembly ended by censoring 
both parties. Shades of the real UN! 


The Credentials Committee, with the 
United States abstaining, voted to 
admit Communist China to the UN. 
This proposal was not taken up by 
the Assembly as a whole before it 
adjourned. 


A resolution urging the internation- 
alization of both the Suez and Panama 
Canals was passed. 


The proposed change in our anti- 
subversive by-law, if adopted, would 
wreck UWF ... it should, if anything, 
be strengthened, not weakened. By 
making it more difficult to join UWF, 
by sternly demanding complete loyal- 
ty to our institutions of government 
at the local and national levels, we 
will be in a stronger position to 
demand that others loyally support 
the principles of the rule of law on 
the world level. Let’s put an even 
higher price on UWF membership, 
thereby creating greater desire 
among sound Americans to join us. . 


UWF should always endorse univer- 


oppose the entry of any nation which 
refuses, in advance, to commit itself 
to the principle of the rule of law at 
the world level which would require 
its complete disarmament under 
world law. I am not interested in 
admitting China to the quarreling 
“family of nations” until it agrees to 
limited world government under laws 
which prevent nations with large 
populations from negating or abolish- 
ing the world security laws .... 


Compulsory World Court jurisdic- 
tion can’t be discussed separately. 
What laws would it interpret? What 
policemen would enforce them? The 
whole picture should always be pre- 
sented as part of any such 
discussion .. . 


It is somewhat dishonest to advo- 
cate any first steps toward disarma- 
ment without presenting the whole 
‘disarmament goal. That’s why Dulles 
seems dishonest when he talks of 
first steps and then says nobody is 
thinking of disarming anybody. It is 
why the Russians seem dishonest

when they talk of stopping tests and 
other unilateral steps without first 
agreeing to universal, complete and 
enforceable disarmament under world 
laws. It is plain silly for UWFers, 
who are supposed to know better, to 
imitate these futile leaders.

Last fall I conducted a whole morn- 
ing’s discussion at the UWF Pennsyl- 
vania Assembly at State College on 
the question of our attitude toward 
H Bomb tests, UN Police, etc., and 
the lines seemed to me to be fairly 
clearly drawn between members of 
long standing and newer members. 

The members who had been in UWF 
from the very start seemed generally 
against UWF support of these perhaps 
immediately attainable steps: and for 
almost exclusive concentration on the 
goal of total world government on 
the theory that since only world 
government will work satisfactorily, 
we would put ourselves in an unten- 
able position by urging anything less, 
and that there are actual dangers 
in anything less, even if and when 
achieved. 

The newer members were generally 
for any steps which, by giving the UN 
more prestige, more authority and 
more machinery for inspection and en- 
forcement in any of these fields re- 
lated to disarmament and world order, 
would show the need for further steps 
toward our goal and facilitate these 
by showing pilot projects to be 
workable. 

Though I am one of the “oldest” of 
UWF members, I incline to this latter 
view.
